23 Petitioner, PEOPLE OF THE STATE OF CALIFORNIA, alleges: 


INTRODUCTION 


1. On July 30, 2020, officers of the San Francisco Police Department (hereinafter, 


27 referred to as “SFPD”) conducted surveillance on 1961 Buchanan Street, San Francisco, in order 
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to locate and detain Interested Party Jeremy Boivin in preparation for their execution of a search 
warrant in a sex crime investigation by the Special Victims Unit. 

2. Officers observed Boivin exit 1961 Buchanan and place two duffel bags, one black 
and one grey, into the trunk of a black Mercedes Benz. Boivin was wearing a backpack. 

3. The officers approached, detained and handcuffed Boivin, and searched him for 
weapons. They located a large amount of money in Boivin’s back right pocket. 

4. The officers then searched Boivin’s bags, finding three empty white jugs. One of 
the jugs was labeled “GBL,” which is a controlled substance with similar chemical properties to 
the date rape drug, GHB. 

5. Inside the grey duffel bag Boivin had carried from 1961 Buchanan and put into the 
trunk of the black Mercedes, officers located marijuana, pills, gummies, and a container of white 
and brown powdery rocks which the officers believed to be MDMA. 

6. Inside the black duffel bag Boivin had carried from 1961 Buchanan and put into the 
trunk of the black Mercedes, officers located numerous baggies of the type used to package 
narcotics for street-level trafficking, two multi-band radio jammers which are commonly used to 
jam law enforcement radio signals, a two-ounce gold bar, a five-ounce silver bar, and a one- 
kilogram, silver bar. 

7. Inside the backpack Boivin was wearing, officers located $20,000.00 U.S. currency 
in a sealed bag, $11,580.00 U.S. currency in rubber band(s), and $124.08 U.S. currency contained 
loosely in the backpack. 

8. Following these searches, officers executed the search warrant for Boivin’s 
apartment, located at 1961 Buchanan Street. Officers first observed that the house had several 
cameras located on the outside of the residence. The feeds from the cameras were later observed 
by officers on the large-screen television inside the apartment. This set-up provided the occupants 
of the apartment with a view of the various points of entry into the apartment. 

9. Upon entering Boivin’s residence, officers immediately observed various narcotics 
in plain view of the living room area. On the front stairs, officers found a jug of clear liquid 
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19. In the right drawer of the coffee table were three additional scales, $454.00 in U.S. 

2 currency, a photo ID with Boivin’s picture and the name “Ryan Engle,” pink U30 pills in a baggie, 

3 methamphetamine, and ketamine in clear, white baggies. 

4 20. A search of Boivin’s duffel bags yielded Kamagra gel, quetiapine fumarate, 

5 sertraline, tadalafil tablets, femalegra tablets, cenforce sildenafil citrate tablets, modafmil tablets, 

6 MDMA, marijuana, and an unknown white pill. 

7 21. Officers noted: the wide variety and large quantities of narcotics seized from 

8 Boivin’s person, his home, his car and bags; the numerous types and plentitude of packaging 

9 materials (baggies, gel tabs, jugs, and canisters) located throughout 1961 Buchanan Street, which 

10 are consistent with the types used to store, divide, package for sale and sell controlled substances; 

11 the pay-owe sheets written in black light ink; the eight scales; the radio jammers, false 

12 identification and sophisticated surveillance set-up to monitor the house and avoid the attention of 

13 law enforcement and other threats to the trafficking operation; the multiple cell phones; and the 

14 fact that Boivin appeared to be fleeing his apartment with large sums of narcotics and cash. Based 

15 on all of this, officers opined that the sheer quantity of drugs Boivin possessed could not be 

16 consumed by any one person within the span of several months, that the narcotics were possessed 

17 for sales and that the huge amount of cash and the gold and silver bullion was proceeds of drug 

18 trafficking. 

19 22. Jeremy Boivin was arrested for conducting an illegal narcotics distribution 

20 operation in violation of Health and Safety Code sections 11351, 11378, 11379.6, 11379, 11366, 

21 11359, and 11352. 

22 23. In total, the officers $33,869.08 of U.S. currency from Boivin’s possession and/or 

23 control (his person, his bags, his Mercedes and his Buchanan Street residence,) In addition, the 

24 officers seized the three metal bars, which together have a current, approximate market value of 

25 $4,871.05. The officers seized all other evidence and contraband. 

26 24. The officers booked all seized items into evidence, provided a property receipt to 

27 Jeremy Boivin, documenting all items seized, and transferred all of the narcotics to the Narcotics 

28 drop-box at 850 Bryant Street. 
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THE PARTIES 

25. Upon information and belief, JEREMY BOIVIN, Interested Party, is and at all 
relevant times has been, a resident of the City and County of San Francisco. 

26. Respondent PROPERTY SUBJECT TO DISPOSITION: $33,869.08 (THIRTY 
THREE THOUSAND EIGHT HUNDRED SIXTY NINE DOLLARS AND EIGHT CENTS) U.S. 
CURRENCY; ONE YELLOW GOLD BAR, TOTAL WEIGHT OF APPROXIMATELY 2 
(TWO) OUNCES, VALUED AT APPROXIMATELY $3,868.00 (THREE THOUSAND 
EIGHT HUNDRED SIXTY EIGHT DOLLARS) U.S. CURRENCY; ONE SILVER BAR, 
TOTAL WEIGHT OF APPROXIMATELY 5 (FIVE) OUNCES, VALUED AT 
APPROXIMATELY $135.00 (ONE HUNDRED THIRTY FIVE DOLLARS) U.S. CURRENCY;

27. All property whether individual, corporate, associate or otherwise, real and/or 
personal, sued herein, and DOES 1 through 100, inclusive, and each of them, is property which 
Petitioner is informed and believes, and on such information and belief alleges, is subject to 
forfeiture pursuant to Health and Safety Code section 11470, subdivisions (b) through (g), 
inclusive, due to the facts and events herein set forth. When ascertained, Petitioner will amend the 
within Complaint to set forth the true name and description of each such DOES and the basis for 
forfeiture thereof. 

28. On or about JULY 30, 2020, at 1961 BUCHANAN STREET, San Francisco, 
officers of the San Francisco Police Department seized Respondent PROPERTY SUBJECT TO 
DISPOSITION: $33,869.08 (THIRTY THREE THOUSAND EIGHT HUNDRED SIXTY NINE 
DOLLARS AND EIGHT CENTS) U.S. CURRENCY; ONE YELLOW GOLD BAR, TOTAL 
WEIGHT OF APPROXIMATELY 2 (TWO) OUNCES, VALUED AT APPROXIMATELY 
$3,868.00 (THREE THOUSAND EIGHT HUNDRED SIXTY EIGHT DOLLARS) U.S. 

CURRENCY; ONE SILVER BAR, TOTAL WEIGHT OF APPROXIMATELY 5 (FIVE)

Code sections 11352, 11351, 11378, 11359, 11366, 11379, and 11379.6. 

31. In compliance with Health and Safety Code section 11488.4, subdivision (a)(2), 
Petitioner is hereby filing the within Petition of Forfeiture within one (1) year of the seizure in the 

City and County of San Francisco of Respondent PROPERTY SUBJECT TO DISPOSITION: 
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1 $33,869.08 U.S. CURRENCY; ONE YELLOW GOLD BAR, TOTAL WEIGHT OF 

2 APPROXIMATELY 2 OUNCES, VALUED AT APPROXIMATELY $3,868.00 U.S. 

3 CURRENCY; ONE SILVER BAR, TOTAL WEIGHT OF APPROXIMATELY 5 OUNCES,

8 JURISDICTION AND VENUE 

9 32. This court has jurisdiction over all causes of action asserted herein because all 

10 causes of action asserted herein arise from the seizure of the Respondent Property Subject to 

11 Disposition in City and County of San Francisco, State of California. Respondent Property was 

12 seized by San Francisco Police Department. Interested Party JEREMY BOIVIN is a resident of 

13 the City and County of San Francisco, State of California. 

14 33. Venue is proper in this Court under Code of Civil Procedure §§ 395 and the 

15 seizure of Respondent Property occurred in City and County of San Francisco.

17 FACTUAL ALLEGATIONS 

18 34. That on JULY 30, 2020, RESPONDENT PROPERTY SUBJECT TO 

19 DISPOSITION: $33,869.08 U.S. CURRENCY; ONE YELLOW GOLD BAR, TOTAL WEIGHT 

20 OF APPROXIMATELY 2 OUNCES, VALUED AT APPROXIMATELY $3,868.00 U.S. 

21 CURRENCY; ONE SILVER BAR, TOTAL WEIGHT OF APPROXIMATELY 5 OUNCES, 

22 VALUED AT APPROXIMATELY $135.00 U.S. CURRENCY; ONE SILVER BAR, TOTAL 

23 WEIGHT OF APPROXIMATELY ONE KILOGRAM, VALUED AT APPROXIMATELY 

24 $38,740.13 U.S. CURRENCY, was seized with ample probable cause by the San Francisco Police 

25 Department from 1961 Buchanan Street, San Francisco, California.

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FIRST CAUSE OF ACTION 

(Respondent Property was furnished or intended to be furnished in exchange 

for a controlled substance.) 

35. Petitioner hereby alleges and incorporates by this reference as though set forth in 
full, the allegations in paragraphs 1 through 34, inclusive. 

36. Petitioner is informed and believes, and thereupon alleges under Health and Safety 
Code section 1147, subdivision (f), that, within five years (between July 30, 2015 and July 30, 
2025) from the seizure of Respondent PROPERTY SUBJECT TO DISPOSITION and Does 1 
through 100, inclusive, Interested Party Boivin furnished or intended to furnish Respondent 
Property in exchange for a controlled substance or substances. 

37. At arrest, Boivin was in possession and/or control of: $38,740.18 U.S. currency; 
eight scales; large quantities of LSD, MDMA, DMT, GBL, methamphetamine, ketamine, nitrous 
oxide canisters; numerous types of pills; loads of packaging materials including baggies, gel 
molds, jugs, canisters; false identification; radio jammers; closed captioned television cameras; 
multiple cell phones; and pay-owe sheets written in black light ink. The large amounts and wide 
variety of controlled substances spread throughout Boivin’s Buchanan Street residence were in 
various stages of packaging for sale. Officers opined that the sheer quantity of drugs Boivin 
possessed could not be consumed by any one person within the span of several months, that the 
narcotics were possessed for sale and that the huge amount of cash was proceeds of drug 
trafficking. It is evident that Boivin was deeply engaged in the trafficking of controlled 
substances.

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SECOND CAUSE OF ACTION 


(Proceeds traceable to an exchange for a controlled substance. 

(Health & Safe. Code § 11470, subd. (1).)) 

4 39. Petitioner hereby alleges and incorporates by this reference as though set forth in 

5 full, the allegations in paragraphs 1 through 34, inclusive. 

6 40. Petitioner is informed and believes, and thereupon alleges under Health and Safety 

7 Code section 1147, subdivision (f), that Respondent PROPERTY SUBJECT TO DISPOSITION 

8 and Does 1 through 100, inclusive, is proceeds traceable to an exchange/exchanges for a 

9 controlled substance/controlled substances by Interested Party Jeremy Boivin within five years 

10 (between JULY 30, 2015 and JULY 30, 2025) of the seizure on JULY 30, 2020. 

11 41. At arrest, Boivin was in possession and/or control of: $38,740.18 U.S. currency; 

12 eight scales; large quantities of LSD, MDMA, DMT, GBL, methamphetamine, ketamine, nitrous 

13 oxide canisters; numerous types of pills; loads of packaging materials including baggies, gel 

14 molds, jugs, canisters; false identification; radio jammers; closed captioned television cameras; 

15 multiple cell phones; and pay-owe sheets written in black light ink. The large amounts and wide 

16 variety of controlled substances spread throughout Boivin’s Buchanan Street residence were in 

17 various stages of packaging for sale. Officers opined that the sheer quantity of drugs Boivin 

18 possessed could not be consumed by any one person within the span of several months, that the 

19 narcotics were possessed for sale and that the huge amount of cash was proceeds of drug 

20 trafficking. It is evident that Boivin was deeply engaged in the trafficking of controlled 

21 substances. The illegal drug trade is typically operated with untraceable funds such as unbanked 

22 cash, which explains why Jeremy Boivin was in possession of large amounts of currency. 

23 Boivin’s possession of gold and silver is another methods of storing high value assets outside of 

24 legitimate financial institutions. On this basis. Petitioner alleges that Respondent Property was 

25 proceeds traceable to the exchange of money for controlled substances. 

26 42. This cause of action is a civil action for statutory forfeiture of property pursuant to 

27 the provisions of California Health and Safety Code section 11469 et seq.

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THIRD CAUSE OF ACTION 

(Respondent Property was used or intended to be used to facilitate conduct in 
violation of Health and Safety Code sections 11352,11351,11378,11359,11366, 

11379, and 11379.6.) 

43. Petitioner hereby alleges and incorporates by this reference as though set forth in 
full, the allegations in paragraphs 1 through 34, inclusive. 

44. This action for forfeiture is based on the theory that of the Respondent Property 
was used or intended to be used to facilitate conduct in violation of Health and Safety Code 
section(s) 

45. Petitioner is informed and believes, and thereupon alleges under Health and Safety 
Code section 1147, subdivision (f), that within five years (between July 30, 2015 and July 30, 
2025) from the seizure Respondent PROPERTY SUBJECT TO DISPOSITION, and Does 1 
through 100, inclusive, Interested Party Jeremy Boivin used or intended to use Respondent 
Property to facilitate conduct in violation of Health and Safety Code sections 11352, 11351, 
11378, 11359, 11366, 11379, and 11379.6.. 

46. At arrest, Boivin was in possession and/or control of: $38,740.18 U.S. currency; 
eight scales; large quantities of LSD, MDMA, DMT, GBL, methamphetamine, ketamine, nitrous 
oxide canisters; numerous types of pills; loads of packaging materials including baggies, gel 
molds, jugs, canisters; false identification; radio jammers; closed captioned television cameras; 
multiple cell phones; and pay-owe sheets written in black light ink. The large amounts and wide 
variety of controlled substances spread throughout Boivin’s Buchanan Street residence were in 
various stages of packaging for sale. Officers opined that the sheer quantity of drugs Boivin 
possessed could not be consumed by any one person within the span of several months, that the 
narcotics were possessed for sale and that the huge amount of cash was proceeds of drug 
trafficking. It is evident that Boivin was deeply engaged in a large-scale and ongoing trafficking 
operation. On this basis, Petitioner alleges that Boivin intended to use Respondent Property to 
facilitate his trafficking in controlled substances. 
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47. This cause of action is a civil action for statutory forfeiture of property pursuant to 
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the provisions of California Health and Safety Code section 11469 et seq. 

WHEREFORE, PETITIONER PRAYS AS FOLLOWS: 

1. For Judgment declaring Respondent PROPERTY SUBJECT TO DISPOSITION 
and DOES herein forfeit according to proof and for an Order of Distribution of all such forfeited 
property pursuant to the provisions of Health and Safety Code Section 11489; and 

2. For such other and further relief as may be proper.

According to Police Incident 
Report 200-457-194, the total weight of the gold bar seized by San Francisco Police on July 30, 
2020 from Jeremy Boivin’s duffel bag is approximately two ounces. I calculated the gold bar had 
a current total market value of $3,868.00. 

3. On September 11, 2020,1 used the website “Monex.Com” 
('https://www.monex.com/silver-prices/) to evaluate the current market value of silver per ounce. 
Silver was priced per ounce at $27.00 U.S. currency on that date. According to Police Incident 
Report 200-457-194, the total weight of one of the silver bars seized by San Francisco Police on 
July 30, 2020 from Jeremy Boivin’s duffel bag is approximately five ounces. I calculated the 
silver bar weighing approximately five ounces had a current total market value of $135.00 U.S. 
currency. 

4. On September 11, 2020,1 used the website “Monex.Com” 

('https://www.monex.com/silver-prices/) to evaluate the current market value of silver per ounce. 
Silver was priced per kilogram at $868.05 U.S. currency on that date. According to Police 
Incident Report 200-457-194, the total weight of the second silver bar seized by San Francisco 
Police on July 30, 2020 from Jeremy Boivin’s duffel bag is approximately one kilogram. I 
calculated the silver bar weighing approximately one kilogram had a total current market value 
of $868.05 U.S. currency.
